The  Gxxrrrs  has  labored  long  enough  In 
these  communities  to  be  well  understood 
except  by  the  few  who  are  wilfully  pur¬ 
blind.  But  no  one  will  accuse  us  of  de¬ 
parting  from  the  principles  we  avowed  in 
the  beginning  of  this  enterprise.  An  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  files  of  our  paper  will  certainly 
vindicate  our  title  to  respect  for  consist¬ 
ency. 

For  **  CotUrottrty,"  as  we  have  hitherto 
stated,  we  have  no  heart ;  it  rarely,  if  ever, 
furthers  the  ends  of  truth  or  love.  There¬ 
fore  we  shall  maintain  an  Inveterate  repug¬ 
nance  to  it;  but  free  and  fair  investiga¬ 
tions,  independent  and  logical  discussions 
of  all  proper  subjects,  we  both  practice 
ourselves  and  encourage  in  our  contribut 
ora.  We  are  not  afraid  of  the  truth.  It 
will  bear  scanning,  turning,  viewing  in 
every  light;  it  is  neither  dismayed  nor 
abashed  by  full  ventilation  and  the  most 
rigid  scrutiny.

•ur  fellow  citterns  at  large,  than  to  coi 
promise  right  principles  and  Jeopard  the

Franklin  Street  Improvements. 

Most  of  our  citixens  have  probably  no¬ 
ticed  the  erection  of  a  number  of  nicely 
appearing  brick  and  frame  houses  on 

Freaklte  and  Race  streets.  Tat  there  are 

only  a  few  perhaps  who  know  the  extent  of 
this  improvement. 

There  are  in  all  upwards  of  99  houses 
situated  as  follows — on  Franklin  Are.  a 
row  of  twelve  brick  bouses  two  story  sod 
french  roof — also  one  frame  bouse  just 
completed  and  ready  for’occupancy — on 
Race  st.  six  two  story  brick  houses — on 
Oakland  Are.,  a  street  ruuning  parallel 
with  Franklin,-  there  are  14  frame 
houses,  a  row  of  seven  on  either  side  of  the 
street — The  row  ou  the  East  aids  of  this 
street  will  be  two  story  and  french  roof. 

There  ere  also  on  Newark  Are. ,  the 
street  into  which  the  horse  cars  turn  from 
Franklin  st,  six  three  story  brick  houses 
with  brown  stone  trimmings.  These  last 
are  especially  well  fitted  with  water  sad 
gas,  and  all  are  li.trd  finished  and  furnish 
ed  with  marble  uiontcls. 

There  is  also  e  two  story  factory  which 
may  be  rented. 

All  these  buildings  have  been  erected 
under  the  immediate  and  careful  eupervi 
sion  of  the  owner  Mr.  Thoe.  O'Lesry. 

We  understand  ih.d  it  is  the  policy  of 
Mr  O'Leary  to  offer  these  booses  st  such 
prices  and  term*  as  will  place  a  pleasant 
home  within  the  reach  of  the  humblest  me¬ 
chanic.

Europe — st  Liege,  Caen,  Montpelier,  Toul¬ 
ouse,  and  several  otter  large  towns — 
wherever,  in  feet,  there  are  not  great  local 
obstacle*— (be  Undeocy  of  the  wealthier 
inhabitants  to  group  themselves  to  ths 
west  L  almost  as  strongly  marked  as  in 
the  “great  metropolis.  In  ths  second 
place,  at  Pempeiiaad  other  ancient  towns 
ths  same  thing  may  be  noticed  ;  and  in 
the  third  place,  whets  the  local  figuration 
ol  the  town  naoeaaitatea  an  increase  in  a 
different  direction,  the  moment  the  obsta¬ 
cle  cimeee,  housae  spread  toward  tbe  west 
This  last  fact  may.  it  is  stated,  b*  particu¬ 
larly  observed  at  Roms,  and  to  a  certain 
extent,  at  Edinburgh. 

When,  then,  all  elites  and  towns  hove 
their  beet  district  ia  the  west,  it  is  pretty 
clear  that  the  cause  of  It  must  be  some  gen 
il  law  entirely  distinct  from  local 
situation.  Wbat  is  that  law  f  "It  arises 
from  the  atmospheric  pressure,"  answer* 
the  Academy  of  Bcieacee.  "When  tbe  be- 
rometic  column  rises,  smoke  and  pernici¬ 
ous  emanations  rapidly  evaporate -in  space. 
In  the  contrary  case  ws  see  that  smoke 
and  paraicioue  vaphn  remain  la  apart 
meats  and  on  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Now, 
every  one  knows  that  of  all  winds,  that 
whieh  causes  tbs  greatest  ascension  of  ths 
barometric  column  is  that  ol  the  seat,  and 
that  which  Iowan  ths  most  is  tte  west. 
When  the  latter  blows,  it  has  ths  incon¬ 
venience  of  carrying  with  It  to  ths  eastern 
part  of  tbe  town  all  tbe  deleterious  gases 
which  it  meets  in  its  passage  over  tbe 
eteru  porta.  It  reanfta  from  that  that 
the  inhabitants  of  ike  eastern  part  of  the 
town  have  to  support  not  only  their  own 
amoks  and  miasma,  but  those  of  ths  west¬ 
ern  part  ot  the  town,  brought  to  them  by 
the  west  winds. 

"When,  on  ths  contrary,  the  east  wind 
blows,  it  punfias  tte  air  by  causing  to  sa¬ 
id  the  pernicious  emanations  which  il 
cannot  drive  to  the  west.  Consequently, 
the  inhabitants  of  ths  west  receive  pure  air 
from  whatever  part  of  the  horison  it  may 
arrive  ;  and  it  may  bs  added  that,  as  the 
west  winds  era  those  which  most  frequent 
ly  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the 
are  pure  and  as  it  arrives  from  ths  coun¬ 
try." 

After  thus  explaining  why  ths  western 
parts  are  ths  best,  the  Academy  make* 
the*  reecommendationi : 

1.  That  persons  who  have  tbs  liberty 
of  choice,  sad  especially  those  of  delicate 
health,  should  reside  in  tbe  western  parts 
of  the  towns. 

3.  That  all  establishments  from  which 
emanate  pernicious  sapors  and  gaaas 
should  be  pieced  is  the  east. 

8.  That  in  building  a  house  ia  s  town, 
and  even  in  the  country,  tbe  kitchens  and 
other  dependencies  from  which  pernicious 
emanations  may  arise  should  be  placed  to 
tbe  east.  The  member*  of  the  Academy 
who  have  announced  the  preceding  dis¬ 
covery,  sad  made  tbe  preceding  recom¬ 
mendations  are,  all  of  them,  of  European 
reputation  as  t aoantt.

M*.  Editor  :  In  ths  Gxxbtti  of  March 
31st  an  article  appears  headed  "Unequal 
Taxation ,”  in  which  the  writer  ascribes 
the  mischief  that  has  resulted  in  the 
standstill  policy  which  governs  to  many  of 
our  towns  to  tbe  mismanagement  of  town 
affairs  under  the  form  of  unequal  taxation," 
and  then  sake  why  land  that  is  worth 
thousands  of  dollars  per  acre  should  bs 
taxed  onoeighth  of  its  value,  while  a  part 
that  is  sold  for  building  lota  ia  rated  at 
one  half.’ 

Your  correspondent  does  not  adduce 
any  Instance  of  such  unequal  taxation,  and 
I  take  upon  me  tossy  that  he  cannot  name 
any  such  esse  in  the  township  of  Bloom 
field  where  the  land  of  a  whole  farm  or 
tract  has  been  sold  *  for  eight  times  its 
leased  value. 

In  no  case  has  any  kind  of  land  been 
rated  at  leas  than  about  forty  per  cent  of 
ita  cash  value.  Of  course  ths  estimate  ot 
tbe  cash  value  has  always  been  made  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  best  judgment  of  ths  Aaai 
sor,  corrected  by  revision  of  the  Town 
Committee. 

No  candid  man  who  knows  anything  of 
tho  matter  could  make  such  a  statement  as 
that  above  quoted  from  your  Correspond 
ent’s  article. 

In  your  Editorial  notes  you  ask  on  what 
principle  and  by  what  rules  does  bs  (the 
Assessor)  discriminate  between  the  land 
comprised  in  s  thirty  sere  lot,  or  a  fifty 
acre  lot  and  several  two  acre  lota  located 
between  them ,  and  ill  in  the  lamp  dis¬ 
trict. 

I  do  not  know  what  particular  Iota  you 
refer  to,  but  probably  the  two  sera  lets 
border  on  s  public  road  and  are  In  good 
position  for  building  purposes,  while  the 
fifty  or  thirty  acre  lot  to  be  put  on  an 
equality  with  the  two  acre  lots  would  in¬ 
quire  to  have  roads  laid  out  and  graded 
through  it,  st  great  expense  and  with  such 
loss  of  the  quantity  of  the  land  as  lbs 
roads  would  cover. 

You  may  recollect,  Mr.  Editor,  that 
little  more  than  a  year  ago  them  was  s  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  s  town  meeting  to  in¬ 
vestigate  ths  Assessor’s  valuations.  After  a 
long  and  searching  investigation,  that 
committee,  by  ita  chairman,  reported  that 
tbe  vsluatieus  on  the  wboln  win  about 
right,  that  is  comparatively. 

Tbs  Assessor  would  invite  any  of  ths 
taxpayers  of  Bloomfield, so  disposed, to  call 
at  hie  office  to  inform  thenuelvss  of  tbe 
valuations  of  property.
